BUOYANT OPTIMISM 
PREVALENT IN 


WEST 


OTTAWA, Aug. 14—"'There is a 
buoyancy throughout the west, with 
the new crop coming on,\;that you 
can't get away from, and the general 
outlook is optimistic,’ declared Col. 
J. G. Rattray, chairman of the 
Soldier Settlement Board, 
turning” to Ottawa after a month’s 
official trip to the Pacific coast. 
“Manitoba has the promise of a 
good crop; British Columbia  agri- 
culturally is In splendid shape and 
Saskatchewan and Alberta ane likely 
to have average crops, 
a crop of between 350 and 400 million 
bushels this year." 

Col, Rattray stated that one of the 
causes of crop failure. in certain 
districts of the west this year has 
been due to wind drift, whieh spoiled 
the early spring growth. —Investiga- 
tions showed that this has occurred 
in districts where the combines were 
used and the long stubble burned 
off and the ordinary fibre of the top 
soil was spoiled. However, new

Bankers and Pool 
Officials Discuss 
Financing of Crop 


Pool Officials Want to Make First 
Payment of 80 Cents—Bankers 
Favor Smaller Payment 


Wheat Pool executive officers rep- 
resenting Alberta, Saskatchewan, 
and Manitoba, are now in conference 
at Winnipeg with representatives of 


the leading, banks Mecwasing | plans 


tor the fitaneing of iNe ‘1980 crop. 

The problem to be decided is the 
inttial payment the pool will make 
on the 1930 crop. The pools, it is 
reported, are desirous of paying 80 
cents a bushel as initial payment on 
the new crop, Bankers who will 
advance the money for pool wheat 
are said to favor a payment of be- 
tween 60 and 70 cents. 

While there has been a disagree- 
ment as to the amount of the initial 
payment there is no hesitancy on 
the part of the banks to finance the 
co-operatives. 

It Is likely that a decision will be 
arrived at by tomorrow, Friday, and 
the pools will then announee — the 
amount of the first payment. 

Karlier in the summer it was re- 
ported that the Wheat Pool would 
make a first payment‘of 70 cents a 
bushel on No. 1 Northern wheat at 
Fort William.

Starting on a trail ride that has 
never before been attempted, Sir

Robbins and his wife left Los Angeles 
on the steamship “Noorderdyk” for 
Germany, where the doctor was go- 
ing to study for a year. He left all 
his surgical instruments at home, in- 
tending to buy new ones in Ger- 
many. 

Three days out of Panama, the 
‘Noorderdyk” received an_ S.O.S. 
from the steamship “Corvus” saying 
that Henry Lohse, 21-year-old sailor, 
was stricken with appendicitis.

The curing of alfalfa hay has re- 
ceived considerable attention at the 
Dominion Experimental station, Mor- 
den, -Alfalfa contains a high mols- 
ture content, is a heavy yietder, and 
a highly perishable erop. : 4 

Through experience, it lias been 
iearncd that the best time to cut 
alfalfa for successful curing is when 
the crop is about fifty per cent it 
bloom, 


Alfalfa being @ legume it is high- 
ly important to save the leaves, 
From determinations made at the 
Morden Hxperimental Station alfalfa 
leaves conatitute from 42 to 49 per 
cent of the plant. -In feeding value 
alfalfa leaves are equal to bran ton 
to ton, “

Would Curtail Land 


Further Disarmament 


Holding that the London naval 
treaty does not insure world peace, 
| Viscount Robert Cecil, in a radio 
| speech from London, broadcast in the 
United States, urged an immediate 
discussion of land and air force cur- 
tailment. 

He also pleaded for understanding 
between France and Itatly. 

“Without a general limitation of 
armaments by international agree- 
ment, disarmament for short, there 
can be no secure guarantee 
| peace,” he sald. ‘No amount 
treaties, 
| arbitration, however carefully drawn 
| or widely expressed, can be relied on 
to prevent war so long as the na- 
| tions continue to have and exercise 
the unrestricted right of arming 
themselves against one another. 

The British statesman said that 
armies and air forces are “ten times 
worse” than fleets, for a “fleet can- 
| not actually invade another country,

Italy and Voleanoes 


Another earthquake has visited 
Southern Italy, destroying towns and 
leaving several hundred dead in its 
wake. The disaster is not so severe 
as others which havé occurred in 
this area, but it is none the less a 
blow to those whose homes have 
been destroyed, or who have been 
bereft of kin and friends. 

The lower portion of the Italian 
peninsula is of volcanic origin and 
subject to frequent seismic disturb- 
ances, but no part of the country is 
exempt. Last year the City of 
Bologna, in the north, experienced 
twenty-two earthquakes in a single 
month. Rome was badly shaken 
about two and a half years ago. No 
serious damage resulted in these in- 
stances, but in March, 1928, a num- 
ber lost their lives in a disturbance 
of unusual violence in Lombardy. No 
recent earthquake, however, com- 
pares with that of Dec. 28, 1908, 
which virtually destroyed the im- 
portant City of Messina and many 
towns in Sicily and Calabria (the 
toe of the Italian boot). The num- 
ber of lives lost in that disaster was 
officially estimated at over 77,000.

1923, which resulted in approximate- 
ly 100,000 deaths,
